The book contains no mcnLion of the 
plight that the q14. weak and sick would 
find themselves in if they ever had the 
misforttme fo live in Ayn Rand's society 
of ^reason". AH the tears arc reserved 
for the terrible sufferings of contem¬ 
porary business men. The heroes of 
the extracts from Miss Rand's novels 
which take up a large part of the book 


A NAKCHISTTS ajro not alone m work- 
ing toward the abolition of the 
state. If that were all there were to 
anarchism it would have much in com¬ 
mon with Taoism, the Doukhobors, Zen 
Buddhism and extreme lai.vsez'fefirc capi¬ 
talism all of which systems would, if they 
had enough support, lead to drastic re¬ 
ductions in state po\^■er, This point should 
be kept well in mind by those propagan¬ 
dists who talk as though the state were 
the only enemy. Anarchists arc opposed 
to ALL authoritarian relationships—at 
work, in the home, in schools and in bed. 
EverywhCic. A worker in a syndicate or 
similar co-operative enterprise who pri¬ 
vately beats his children or kicks the cat 
is not libertarian. 

The idea of outright latssez’^f^irr^ 
capitalism (unrestricted freedom for the 
boss to get stinking rich at the com¬ 
munity's expense) once thought dead and 
buried in the 19th century, is being 
vigorously propagated in America by 
a school of ‘philosophy' which centres 
round the ideas and writings of the 
novelist Ayn Rand. An organisation 
called the Nathaniel ETandon Institute 
is active in many American cities spread¬ 
ing loissez^fcnre economic ideas. 

Ayn Rand, the motherly looking 
woman (who I took at first to be Enid 
Blyton) whe^ gentle face adorns the 
back cover of the English summarisation 
of her ideas* advocates a return to a 
completely unrestricted capitalism. Of 
course it is not so described, much is 
made of the need for ‘freedom, dignity, 
integrity* and other fine-sounding words. 
The introductory essay begins by be¬ 
moaning the pr^nt intellectual and 
cultural bankruptcy of America which 
is seen to be partly the result of the en- 
cumbiances (social welfare legislation, 
factory acts, etc.) placed on business 
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initiative ;md partly the failure of 
American intellectuals and philosophers 
to leach clear moral principles applicable 
to modern society. Ayn Rand and her 
followers intend to plug this gap. Their 
demand is for a new class of completely 
unrestricted entrepreneurs and for a new 
intellectual who will morally justify the 
enirepreneurs* activities. They w'ant 
SvOcicty to be based on ‘reason and 
believe that the practical expression of 
‘Tcason' is an unrestricted market. Busi¬ 
ness men will be motivated by ‘rational 
seif-interest* a phrase many anarchist 
mdividualisls w'ill find attractive but in 
this case it hid;^ a particularly nasty 
mess of pottage. 


I have oftep^ wondered why theore¬ 
ticians and Fmssez-f(rrre 

economics confioe themselves to business. 
Why not braneb,^'^^ crime? Were 
not America's g^gsters the men who 
took logical con¬ 

clusion? In reality the laii'sez-ffrlre 
business man, while theoretically ad¬ 
vocating complete freedom bad to rely 
on the forces of law and ‘order' of the 
state to suppre^ his employees. Both 
army and police wefrequently used to 
quell labour agitation while some busi- 
ness men used tp own or hire gangs of 
gunmen such as the Pinkerton Agency 
who with pistols and dynamite protected 
their masters' interests. 


are without exception rugged, American 
self-made men, the sort who used to 
‘carve empires' out of oil, beef or rail¬ 
roads, but who now* make their fortunes 
selling rocket components to the LkS. 
government. These heroes all have 
wonderful oratorical powers and in 
courtrooms, on the radio or in private 
conversation eloquently expound their 
ideas. They have the courage of their 
convictions too; one of them, an 
architect, dymamites a housing project 
he had designed after a dispute over 
terms; another brings doctors, surgeons 
and other professional men out on strike. 

Ayn Rand’s ‘new intellectualism'. isn't 
new at all. It is merely a re-hash, 
covered with high sounding philosophical 


labels of an extreme form of the greed 
and selfishness that has always moti¬ 
vated capitalism. It is a tragedy that 
such ideas should be getting a re-airing 
now, when there at last seem to be faint 
possibilities of new approaches to wwld 
economic problems, particularly in re¬ 
gard to undeveloped countries. 

The shape of society is changing 
rapidly both in America and here. The 
old evils of poverty, hunger and unem¬ 
ployment while still causing much suffer¬ 
ing are no longer the main problems. 
The need today is for solutions to the 
problems of regimeniatTon, social con¬ 
formity. spiritual barrenness and the 
cultural and economic bankruptcy that 
Ayn Rand so rightly deplores. To seek.' 
as she docs, the remedies to the social 
malaises of the J%(?s in the capitalism 
of the 1840*s is futile. It is equally 
useless for radicals to try to solve present 
problems bv echoing the slogans of the 
1930 s.

Batoni Manda (the man burnt to death) 
of Highfield. What has happened to 
ydui senses? 

“Have you forgotten the ‘African 
Unity* motto? I feel such killings and 
many acts of violence^stone-throwing, 
beating-ups and lastly cruel burning., 
are unwarranted and uncaUed-for and 
therefore cannot be allowed to continue 
-unchecked. • 

“If such behaviour is what you call 
‘action* then i am compelled to say that 
you are leading us into more darkness 
than we have today. (Under the minor¬ 
ity Government).*' ^ 

This writer is compelled to agree. 
The African nationalist leaders treat

their fellow Africans with more con¬ 
tempt and cruelty than does the white 
settler Government. As every day 
passes 1 begin to agree with the Rhode¬ 
sian Front Government that Joshua 
Nkomo is a terrorist, I cannot help feel¬ 
ing that when the notorious Government 
Minister Mr, Gaunt declares that Afri¬ 
cans do not understand freedom of 
speech—I cannot ignore the fact that, 
as regards this country, he is right. 

Jn African politics the opposition is 
the enemy and is to be crushed. I have 
heard Africans, from both political 
parties say that when they get indepen¬ 
dence with majority rule they will crush 
the other party. This is not only the 
outlook in Rhodesia—the one-party 
State in Africa is a totalitarian concept.

Where this anarchist di^fers^^ frorn 
GauriL Feldi pu^nt and Go. , is Nyhen 
chTicism. The fnan 
whose book recmtly made quite a stink 
—which is not si^rising considering the 
crap within ift covers—has recently 
written that he would not recoil in 
horror if the Rltodesian Front Govern¬ 
ment declared Slegal independence—he 
is opposed to tl^ idea generally because 


he doubts whether Rhodesia would get 
aw'ay with it. This Welensky charac¬ 
ter's views should be enlightening to 
some. For here is an ex Prime Minister 
saying he would not be opposed to the 
State taking illegal action if ft could get 
away with it. 

Xri other words the law is useful for a 
State to maintain the majority of the 
people in a strait-jacket, but it is not ro 
be applied to the State which can be a 
law unto itself. That Welensky holds such 
views should come as no surprise to 
those who have studied the failure of 
the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land.

The racial question was constantly on 
the lips of the speakers from the fioor, 
and these gentlefolk were even less in¬ 
hibited about tbeir attitudes than were 
Goddard and Martell. It was generally 
agreed that intef-marriage was eugenic- 
ally undesirable between black and 
white, that South African apartheid was 
a worthwhile experiment to the extent 
that in a UN war of inten^ention 
Britain should join in on the side of 
ihc settlers, that the BBC was a vehicle 
for pro-black and pro-communist pro¬ 
paganda (!), and that no-one at the 
meeting had any racial prejudice. 
Goddard expressed agrccmeni with 
these views, and advocated an eventual 
all-white Commonwcalth-^^-so that after 
an atomic war. when the concentrated 
societies of Russia and America were 
destroyed cn bloc, some “vestige of the 
British Tradition*' might sumvc and re¬ 
juvenate the world. . ■ ^ 

In outlining the progress of the Free¬ 
dom Group's .Martell revealed 

the astonishing professionalism and re¬ 
sources of these sclf-styl^ Radtcal Right 
ginger groupers. Membership is already 
over 160.000 hj\d ^nsing rapidly. 
The presses of ihc Free Press Society 
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could easily turn out fifty million leaflets 
in under twenty Tour hours. Fifty-seven 
constituency Tory parties have already 
accepted his offer of assistance in the 
General Election^—^including that of 
Michael Rcdmayne. the chief whip. 
When one considers these signs of 
spreading influence alongside the 
Group’s near-fascist policy it is im¬ 
possible not to be alarmed. 

Finally, Martell provided some inter¬ 
esting snippets of information that might 
be of use to anarchists and fascists alike. 
For instance, one of the Group s biggest 
schemes is to unseal Wilson in Huyton, 
thereby leaving George BrOwn to wreck 
the party. He was prepared to use 
“almost any method to upset Wilson, 
But the real scoop is that The Observer. 
that liberal and ^eft-^ving guardian of 
freedom, was so aaxrous to obtain his 
“This Man <2an be Unseated" advertise¬ 
ment which has appeared in the Ti^es. 
Telegraph, etc.) that they offered him a 
special cut rate for ill Another useful 
service the group intends to perform is 
to produce a l^ho of rich social¬ 

ists "to show what a lot of humbugs 
they are". This at least might be good 
publicity material for anarchists. 

There is cutrainly not much cause for 
good cheer when assessing the import- 
anco of Martell. His criticisms of the 
Labour party (and State Socialism), and 
the Conservative Party (which he claims 
consolidates the State Socialist measures 
brought in by previous Labour Govern¬ 
ments) are in the main quite devastating. 
He is a politician par excellence, and I 
am convinced that there is a funda- 
mcmal difference in potential between 
the Freedom Group and the other right 
wing groups such as the Empire Loyal¬ 
ists, Union Movement, etc, Martell has 
the fire and drive, combined with shrewd 
emotional appeal, to take over the Con¬ 
servative Party, as more and more old 
guard parly members become disillusion¬ 
ed with the govcrnmeni's "pink compro¬ 
mises*‘. Had it not been for a free 
tea, served by an Italian waiter who 
turned out to be a Communist, these 
sobering thoughts would have spoiled 
your correspon<i€int's day completely,JU 


corrupt and dictatorial under African 
rule. They feel, that a set-back for 
African nationalism with its mountains 
of hot air about African unity and the 
African personality, is long over-due. 
They know Nkrumah as a dictator 
Nycrerc as a coward? Nigeria as the

to have this document read to them, 
but, that whatever they thought about 
it, the deal now stood.

On July 2nd, I refused to 
attend a meeting at which I could exer¬ 
cise no decision over my own w'orking 
conditions and the following day having 
drawm my pay with part of the new 
rate added I went through the crowded 
LTB cashier's room to the union table 
to ask if I could read the agreement 
that 1 had seen lying on the union table 
ten minutes before. It was left to one 
of the union committeemen to make the 
point with the interjection of “Don't 
let the fucker see it. he had his bloody 
chance yesterday,'' I had stated to the 
union offlcials that 1 would not attend 
their meeting on a point of principle 
and my request the following day was 
merely to confirm an idle curiosity. It 
would be pleasant to suggest that all ihe 
men arc angry but if is not the case. 
OfTicials are smiling and joking like 
Christmas day at a soup kitchen and 
the men arc checking their extra pay 
and all past bitterness is forgotten for 
a few greedy weeks. My wag^ last 
week on the old rate and this week on 
the now rate for the record arc:—

Party spokejinien’'i> ’*no frigates for 
fuscisisi" line. Boih are opportun¬ 
istic. The Tories arc convinced 
thai ihe voting public arc cither pro- 
Franco, apatheiic or the 

Labour Leaders that they are aati- 
Franco, apatbchc or *'To^-fascists'\ 
And each adopts the '*Iine’’ that It 
considers rightly or wrongly will win 
for them more votes than it lo.scs. 

We distinguish betv/een the 
Labour leadership and ihe Labour 
moventeni because where:is the laticr 
here and ihroughoui Europe has 
maintained an impotent but con¬ 
sistent hostility to the Franco 
regime which the leadership c^innoi: 
ignore, the fact is that both during 
and immediately after World War 
ri there were enough Labour gov¬ 
ernments in otfice in Europe, and 
the mood of the pubUc in general 
was favourable to any political 
action which might have helped to 
dislodge the Franco regime. All 
they did, instead, was :o isolate 
Spain without olTering the Spanish 
the encouragement and material help 
they needed to take the initiative 
to ovenhrow the regime. From 
Franco’s point of view such tactics 
must have been welcomed, whatever 
he may have said in public about 
“communist conspiracies” against 
Spain, tor mciawcsnips and natioja- 
alisi movements thrive on any 
excuse for a bout of xenophobia. 

If anything "consolidated” Fran¬ 
co’s regime it was the isoJation of 
the Spanish people by the Labour 
Government in 1945. To make an 
issue In 1964 because a Tory gov- 
ernmcni is trying to sell ’‘^technical 
know-how” and specialised naval 
equipment, and suggest that it will 
strengthen the Franco regime is, as 
the Ob^c'rver rightly points out, 
diflftculi to see* For after 25 years 
in power Fninco’s regime has—to 
quote the Git£ird/ctn$ Defence Cor- 
resj^ndeni — but liiUe military 
equipment, "apart from ancient 
guas. old trucks and rifles”, for its 
Army, $o lei us not delude our- 
selv^^ or be divened from the real 
issues, by a few frigaies, or even 
the fact that "the younger staff 
officers are determined to re-organisc 
and rc-cquip the [Spanish) army in 
readiness for their admission to 
NATO”. Jf Francois regime is to 
be ovenhrowm the initiaiivc must 
come from the Spanish people; Lhc 
military equipment of the army is of 
Secondary importance as the events 
of 1936 when the Military, incud- 
ing Frunco, with all the armament 
as well as ihc initiative on ihdr 
side failed lo bring off a military 
coMp just as a large modern 

French army failed to subject rhe 
Algerian resistance movement: or 
the British forces in Africa could 
not halt the African nationalist 
movements by am'iS alone. 


The frigates for Franco crisis has 
once more raised the whole issue of 
commerce in arms. We need hardly 
say that anarchists arc opposed to 
it because they are opposed lo all 
commerce as such. Francois con¬ 
cern with having a modern army 
cquipp^ with the latest weapons is 
one thing: the encouragement he 
will undoubtedly receive from ihc 
Western Powers is another. One 
is political lhc other part and parcel 
the capitalist economy. Spain is 
^ Ol)e remaining undeveloped 


nturket of Western Europe. To de¬ 
velop Spain’s purchasing power one 
must also develop her productive 
capacity. Hence the financing of 
industo' ui the expense of agricuT 
ture= for workers engaged in the 
production of tractors in a capiiaHsr 
economy have a higher living stan¬ 
dard than ihose who use them to 
produce food* But at the same tin'ie 
the industrialisation of Spain with¬ 
out tempering the expanding pro¬ 
duction of consumer goods with a 
costly "Defence programme” would 
soon lead to a situation where 
Spanish manufactured goods would 
compeie in the markets of the world 
with those of the established in¬ 
dustrial nations. Such a situation 
arose in the case of West Germany 
which the Big-Four Bowers had de¬ 
cided in the flush of %'icroiry and in 
order to give an ideological slam 
to yet another bloodbath, should 
remain disarmed for at least fifty 
years* Today West Germany's “De¬ 
fence programme” runs at a higher 
rate than Britain's, and an imponam 
section of industry and labour has 
been drawn off from producing con¬ 
sumer goods to producing anna- 
menis which the people of Germany 
have to pay for in the form of taxes. 
Thus wages rise, as do prices and 
the vicious spiral is sianed. 

Now this, ii seems to us, is the 
pfic^ess' that vrill W takSifg pliisnh' 
Spain, and which the Common 
Market countries have been man¬ 
oeuvring to achieve for some time. 
Ii is also in the interest of British 
capitalism that Spain should not 
enter ihe world’s industrial^ markets 
with price advantages over her rivals 
whose economies are burdened 
down with useless ’^defence bud¬ 
gets” And for this r^son the 
Labour leaders firm line will be in 
due course reversed and exposed as 
semi mental posturings which they 
are helpless to implement. 

We live in a world ruled by capi¬ 
tal is l Finance, and governments, 
whether they profess to be Liberal, 
Socialist or even Communist can do 
nothing through legislation to 
change the basic economic system* 
For government itself is privilege 
and inevitably even if a government 
were to sweep away the existing 
economy based on privilege it could 
only create a new privileged class 
to take its place. One has seen this 
happen In every “liberated” country 
of iic world. In Spain a new priv¬ 
ileged class is already arising in the 
midst of the Franco regime as pan 
of the process of industrialisaiion* 

It is significant that though poli- 
ilcai censorship still exists in Spain, 
frank and revealing criticism of the 
country’s economy by the new gene¬ 
ration of economists is madb in 
public for all to hear. At some 
stage there will be a "confroniaiion” 
between the "old” and the “new” 
privileged classes* Tlie quest ion 
that interesis us is: will the Spanish 
workers w^ani to seize the oppor¬ 
tunity Uiut will present itself when 
[his happens to make their revolu¬ 
tion? And if they do whai role mil 
the workers of Wesicm Europe play 
in that struggle? 

No-frigates-for-Frajico js a good 
slogan. Bui the Labour movement 
of Western Europe should now be 
telling the Spanish workers what 
suppon they propose to give them 
when the crisis, the politico-econ¬ 
omic confrontation in Spain takes 
place. Not to do so would mean 
betraying the Spanish workers a 
second lime.

INDUSTRIAL NOTES 


TinestlAohievement’ attacked

After the strike last August In the 
building industry, the unions settled for 
a ihr^ year agreemem which would 
give a 9id, an, hour increase for crafts¬ 
men and 5d. for labourers, a 41-houi' 
week (lexi November and a sick pay 
scheme to be negotiated during this 
period. When this settlement was rati¬ 
fied by the nine major unions it was 
carried 5 to 4. 

There was widespread disgust amongst 
the rank and file union members at the 
failure of their leaders to secure iheir 
claims of l/6d. for craftsmen and 
labourers and a 4D^hour week. Building 
workers had responded wholeheartedly 
to the unions’ call for strike action, but 
when the cards >jt^re finally down, the 
unions were willing to settle for a mere 
pittance. 

S^ow, we in the building industry, are 
tied to a three year contract at a time 
when all conuactots are making huge 
profits out of the present boom. The 
employers have got it all their own way* 
While our wages and hours are tied, the 
employers can plan ahead lo increase 
theif profits even further, when it is us, 
as producers of this wealih, who should 
be receiving highi^ wages. 

Nearly a year h^s past since the dis¬ 
pute with ihe employers took place and 
we have heard the different union 
leaders praise the settlement. Delegates 
a I ;he recent union conferences have 
voiced their strong opposition and dis¬ 
gust ai last year’s sp-caSled "good settle¬ 
ment"* At the Amalgamated Union of 
Building Trade Workers Confcrcnco they 
demanded that the piusent agrecnient 
be torn up. It was unanimously agreed 
that a new "really subsiantial increase” 
in w,iges be submiued and that negoiia- 
liont for a 4 tLhoui week should be 
opened* Delegates at the Amalgamated 
Society of Wootiworkers’ conference 
have also at lacked iJic three year agrees 
meoi and unanirhously called upon the 
executive council fO gain the balance of 
the l/6d* claimed last year and the 
dO^hour week, 

Although delcgatf after delegate has 
attacked Lhc Mr. W«?aver. 

general secretary df lhc Natiortal Fed¬ 
eration of Buildi^ Trade Operatives 
(federations of building unions) spoke 
of it as "(he finctf ^ichievcnaffit yet of 
the building trade ' As the head 

of the Federation, ft® chiefly respon-' 
sible for live sotfftfittsJrHv "Finss^t achieve- 
nicn^” indeed] ompJoydrs must 

ha\c kntickcd onfl^i^oiher over in the 
lufth to sign il, Weaver leave 


his cosy office and visit a few building 
sites to ask the lads what they think 
of the "'fin^i achievement”. 

Mr. Weaver is far too .busy for this* 
for he was .off to Torquay to reassure 
the employers at their conference that 
"we will honour the wage pact”. Al¬ 
though the A.G.B.T.U. had thrown out 
this wage pact at their conference, Mr. 
Weaver says that this would mean a cut 
in wages (the loss of the inerease 
received last November) "unions could 
not lace their members with a situarion 
Ufce this”. Mr. Weaver either doesn’t 
know Or- more likely doesn’t want to, 
that it is the membeish,ip of the 
A*U,B.T,W. that is demanding this, not 
the leadership. The membership-s de¬ 
cision Is now policy, but riiould be 
implemented by the execudye, not that 
there is much chance of this. 

At the recent N.F3-X*0* copfet^c^ 
new powers have been :gained for the 
Federation. The central council will be 
made up of ihe executi^ of the 
affiliated unions, Peci^idns reach^ at 
their quarterly nteetings, will now be 
binding on the unioiis., while previously 
rhi^f were only n^onunendatioffs. The 
F^deiation was defeated on the rfiotion 
that the union e>:ecutives should appoint 
delegaiei to the annual conferen^, in¬ 
stead of being elected by the rank and 
iilc* 

These moves by the union executives 
and Mr* Weaver will strengthen further 
their coniroi over the membership* 
More power control is being concentra¬ 
ted in fewer hands instead of being held 
by the rank and file. They see the 
unions and Federation as o^nisalions 
to bargain wage and condiiions improve* 
ments, but only within a liniited frames 
work. For how many; of us really 
thought (hat the union leadership would 
win the l/'6d. an hour inor^s^ ^hd the 
40-hour week last August? Surely only 
the naix'c. 

We did go on strike, bui this was 
mainly because of pressure ftoni the 
membership* not from any wUlIngn^ 
of the leadership. The whole role of 
our Icadcnihip has been one of coheiha- 
tion* Mr. Weaver ojpened h^ s]^ch at 
the empioyerij conference aiid no doubt 
be said it with pride, as follows:— 
"The National Joint Council has had 
over 40 y&trs of existence and has so 
far managed the affairs of our industry, 
in respect of wages and yortmg qwdi- 
tions. so efficiently chan (here has been 
no major strike or locWui during that 
long period^'. The t^suU being that put- 


basic wage rates are low and we still 
have not got a 40-hour week. Obviously 
the employers one not just going to 
h^d ov^;a“ Mrge- ^ it 

musi be forced from them. The willurg^ 
ness to do this was shown, not by our 
uniem leaders or Mr* Weaver, but the 
meu on the sites and m the joide^ 
shops. 

Mr, Weaver also told, the employeis, 
“The conciliation machinery has with-" 
stood rhe strain imposed upon it during- 
those 40 years and has never ffiiled to 
find solutions to the most iniractable- 
problems, and thus cushiojied the indus¬ 
try against the possibility of relOiivdy 
minor, hut irritating, difficulties being 
iiffiaced to propomons that might 
damage relationships between our two 
Federations.” 

No doubt the employers would agfoe 
with this - wholeheart^y. Q£ coui^ 
they do not wont damaged Relationships 
“between two Federations” (my 

italics). Everything has gone yciy 
smopihiy because Mr. Weav^ and. the 
Federation have cushioued (he di^nands 
of the rank and file freau the emplpyqrs* 
Occasionally unions win big demands, 
but in the main they only ptcfc .up mefo 
crumbs trom the negotiation table. 

What the emplqyeis and this goes 
for the union leadership a$ well, is 
uncrfficial action. Herp it is the rank 
and file who make’ the doa^ns. and 
is on this basts that we .-^outd or^^nise-i 
After all ii was the rank and lie that 
really tan the strike last year. They 
formed the strike oothmittees, saw to 
the picketting, and or^ni^ marches. 

In London* the unofficial Joint ffltes 
Commiuee was actually asked by tf^ 
union executives to do this* Lcl’s fatoi 
ii, we have been let dovm time and time 
again by both the left and: rigbt-wxnS: 
political leader^ip* Isn^ it about time 
we relied on ourselwes:?' 

Rank and file grouping of stewards 
and militants which ex.isxM in the past, 
should be reformed and ^orts made to 
extend these gnoupingj to all pa^ts of the 
country.

Ccinirade King leHs us that wu must 
work and fight for the society we want: 
I am far from dear as to the methods 
he means us to employ. Could we he 
enlightened? By w-ork. perhaps he wishes 
us to engage in slanging matches with 
those whose ideas of anarchy ditVci 
from our own. By fight, I can only 
imagine that we are to talk on street 
comers^—or are wc to raise the barri¬ 
cades? 

I cannot foresee success for any of 
these methods in the present situation.

whole, and that tolemtion of all ideas 
which do not threaten the freedom of 
others is the basis of anarchy. Street 
comer oratory will never alter lunda- 
nienial aliitudes to society. Bloody 
revolution can succeed only when the 
end result is desired by the majority- - 
and no-one can pretend that this happy 
attitude towards anarchy exists in 
Britain today. 

We are told that we must not ielite 
to individual funk-holes. By this, per¬ 
haps only the beatnik’s escapism is in¬ 
tended. Or are we lo conform in til 
respects—to live in the suburban villa 
ami to ‘"work’' and “fight” from the 
comfort of its easy chairs? 

Anarchy is not merely a philosophic 
ideal to be absorbed from the writings 
of oLhers. It represents a way of life, 
and. whilst we cannot achieve freedom 
from all aspects of the auihoriiarian 
slate, nor from responsibility, whilst 
others remain inslaved. we can best 

advocate our ideals by exercising I he 
surprising degree of freedom which is 
permitted us. Whilst smoking pot is 
not in itself anarchistic, living life as 

one wishe.s. is. 1 may not wish to 

smoke: 1 do not consider this a reason 

why others should not. Collecting 
N.A.B. is not in itself productive, but 
it is possible to envisage individuals 
who use this comparative economic free¬ 
dom to work towards an ideal, in what¬ 
ever way is best suited to their tempera¬ 
ment and capabilities. It is possible to 
be a M^age slave and sUll perform work 
which would be valuable in any society. 

We cannot, we are told, contracl out 
of this twisted, sick society. By cannot, 
presumably wc read “should nol'\ since 
we obviously can contract out by either 
refusing to live, or by Jiving in a wholly 
drug-governed private world. 

I understand the article to rinply that 
our choice lies belween the life of the 
beatnik, or the complete conformist, and 
of the dedicated potitician^^^all it Com¬ 
munist. Tory or anarchist. To each his 
own solution—I do not dictate to mv 
fellow-men. But for many, the most 
satisfactory solution has been none of 
these. We arc free to choose our own 
way of life, and, provided it is not at 
the expense nifr 

we do not too blatantly infringe the 
laws of the land, the State will not 
interfere. By paying us to do work 
which w^e would perform without wages 
in a free society, it will even assist. 

Actions will always prove more 
effecttve than words. Great ihinkej-s and 
great writers can clarify our fundamental 
attitudes and can point the way to 
fuifilment; they have a major part to 
play in resolving the practical problems 
of a new society. But only the most 
intellectual will be converted by words, 
and inlellecluaJ conversion does not 
bring about any fundamental change in 
personaliiy or aitiludes. The authoritar¬ 
ian may intellectually believe that anar¬ 
chism is right; in any society he will 
remain authoritarian, 

A way of life can show the practical 
application of anarchy: to talk only 
when necessary can explain the princi¬ 
ples by which we Jive and convert the 
sympathetic. Fkekdom seliers are neces¬ 
sary, but they will only attract Ihose 
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Faltiiliig. anybody?
